Referred  to  by  Colporter  A.  G.  Sammons. 

In  The  Baptist  Record  of  January  23rd 
Colporter  A.  G.  Sammons  gave  a writeup  of 
his  trip  through  Jackson  county  and  refers 
to  a people  he  found  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Van  Cleave  llis  description  of  the  con- 
dition of  these  people  “come  as  a shock”  to 
the  Christian  heart  of  Brother  John  M. 

Heath  of  New  Albany,  aud  no  wonder  Bro- 
ther Sammons  says:  “In  this  territory  I 
found  conditions  almost  as  bad  as  I have 
read  about  in  China.  There  must  be  some- 
where near  two  hundred  families  of  dark- 
complexioned  people  known  as  Creoles.  I 
did  not  find  a family  that  owned  a Bible,  and 
I found  that  it  was  no  use  to  give  them  one 
because  they  could  not  read.  Most  of  them 
have  large  families  growing  up  in  igno- 
rance. They  will  not  send  their  children 
to  negro  schools,  and  the  white  people  will 
not  allow  them  to  go  to  theirs.” 

It  was  during  the  years  between  1880  and 
1*85  when  the  writer  was  a missionary  to 
' those,  people.  A little  church  had  been  con- 
r gtituted  among  them  by  a former  missionary 
of  our  board,  and  1 became  their  missionary
